FARMERS’ SEED GRAIN 


Farmers resident in the Municipal

HOLD ANNUAL MEETING 


The ratepayers of the Pine Lake 
Municipal District held their annual 
meeting In the McBride Hotel on Sat- 
urday afternoon.. Harry Wallace was 
appointed chairman. 

Reports were presented by the 
Councillors who were present and 
were in all cases met with applause 
from a representative gathering. The 
greater part of the discussion in the 
meeting centred on seed grain and on 
the respective merits of statut6 and 
contract labor on roads. 

Reeve Fiske explained fully the Act 
covering seed grain advances ‘by a 
municipality, and advised that the 
Council were in favor of making ad- 
vances. After considerable discussion 
the meeting went om record as ap- 
proving the scheme. 

Jas. Darragh, retiring Councillor in 
Division 1, gave a report of the 
year’s road work in his Division and 
the spending of the appropriation and 
government grant. There was no dis- 
cussion. 

Retiring Councillor W. E. Pixley in 
Division 2 had a little round with 
George Fergusson over road work. 
Jas. Comer backed up the work of the 
Councillor. 

Councillor Hives, Division 3, was 
unable to be present, but his road 
foreman, Locke McKinnon, reported 
briefly, stating that he had had no 
complaints. 

Retiring Councillor, Bllenwood told 
of work on the Delburne Trail. He 
had used $300 government grant and 
$300 of appropriations on gravelling a 
mile of this road. ‘There was some 
questions as to the cost of the gravel- 
ling. J. B. Eversole being of the 
opinion it could have ‘been more chean- 
ly done under contract. The Counci- 
lor expressed great esteem for the 
work of his foreman, Mr. Hazlett. 

'P. Code. Councillor for Division 5. 
reviewed the year’s work of the Coun 
cil and more especially his own divis- 
ion. —He thought the assessment was 
the big accomplishment of the year 
and expressed his opinion that it had 
heen remarkably well done by R. G. 
Dawe. It had cost $1,000, but that 
was less than $1.00 a quarter and now 
over 90 percent. of the ratepayers 
were satisfied. 

The mill rate in the district is 
among the lowest in the province. 
Monies had been carefully spent in 
each division. He had put most of his 
appropriation on the Divide hill, which 
had been gravelled at $1.25 a yard. 

(Reeve Fiske said the district was in 
enlendid shape financially, and the 
Deputy Minister thad expressed him- 
self as being very pleased with the re- 
port. (He also praised the work of 
Aasessor R. G. Dawe. which would be 
of great use. to the ‘Council for years

ARAB LIFE AND CUSTOMS 


Miss A. Goodrich Freer (Mrs. H. H. 
Spoer); who has spent considerable 
time in Syria, has just published in 
London a story of her travels, entitled 
“Arabs in Tent and Town,” which giv- 
es an interesting insight into the life 
and customs of the Arabs. 


'She says that one of the first steps : 


in winning Arab friendship is the shar- 
ing of food. It is a covenant. 

“If your servant—coachman or 
groom,” she writes, “takes out his 
cake of bread and handful of olives 
on a journey he will not eat without 
offering it to you first, and one of the 
many reasons for the contempt in 
which the Oriental holds the average 
Huropean—always apart from _ his 
money, which is another matter—is 
that he is capable of eating by him- 
self.” 

The etiquette of coffee may not be 
violated with impunity, as she points 
out: 

“The cup must not de filled to the 
top; that would signify “take all you 
can get and go.’ Of the four sips 
which it holds one must make the 
most It is a compliment to its qual 
ity to make it last long, to sip it, twist 
it and turn it about, smell it, imbibe 
it with much drawingiin of the ‘breath 
and smacking of the lips. No un- 
seemly haste may linduce you to blow 
upon it to cool it; and, however 
weary, you must not go to sleep in a 
coffee circle. It is sacred to talk and 
and friendly intercourse.” 

About camels, the author says: 
“When the camel is ill they ‘blow a 
trumpet to cheer him up just as in

VERY POPULAR 


Two Days’ Session Under Ausplces 
of Dominion Livestock Branch Well 
Attended—City Dwellers As Well 
As Farmers Interested. 


The course arranged in ‘Red Deer 
by the Co-operative ‘Marketing Asso- 
dilation, under the auspices of the 
Poultry Branch of the Dominion Live- 
stock Department, was an unqualified 

| success. It was held on ‘Thursday and 
Friday, and, being the \first of its kind 
ever held in Alberta, was ‘in the nature 


of an experiment. However, if the at- 
tendance and interest in Red Deer can 
be taken as a reliable forecast, it is 
| very apparent that this series of cours- 
{es which will occupy the next month 
at various points over the central part 
of Alberta,, will be well received by 
all those interested in this very. profi- 
table side line on the farm, 

Following an address of welcome by 
(Mayor E. G. Johns, the objects of the 
, course were outlined by G. M. Cormie, 
' Dominion poultry promoter for Alber- 
ta, who spoke very optimistically of 
the outlook for the producer of good 
poultry in the west. The remainder 
of the morning session was occupied 
by T. T. Clyde, of Edmonton, in a 
discussion of poultry-house problems 
with particular reference to the care 
of the farm flock. Keen interest was 
shown duning the afternoon session, 
when some eighty people were pres- 
ent, in a practical demonstration by 
Mr. Cormie of flock culling and the 
selection of suitable birds for breed- 
ing purposes. Other features of the 
afternoon’s program were a talk by 
‘Mr. Clyde on feeding for egg produc- 
tion and by ®. ‘H. Bnnismore, senior 
egg inspector for the province on the 
candling, grading and care of eggs, 
followed by a practical demonstra- 
tion of the system used in determin- 
.ing the gradea. 

, Large Pool Shipments 


The benefits derived from pool 
shipments of livestock, poultry and 
eggs were outlined by Ralph Patter- 
son, manager of the (Red Deer Live- 
stock Shipping association. Since the 
initiation of co-operative selling, ship- 
ments from Red Deer had increased, 
said Mr. Patterson, from 150 cars in 
1922 to 422 cars in 1924. The value 
of these shipments during the past 
year from this point had reached 
| nearly the half-million dollar mark 
and included 110 cars of cattle valued 
at $71,198, 290 cars of ‘hogs worth 
$339,467, 3 cars of sheep valued at 
$2,677, 7 cars of eggs worth $22,149 
and 12 cars of poultry representing 
$16,389, making a total value for co- 
operative shipments of $451,386. Bgg 
and poultry shipments, it was pointed 
out, had been undertaken by the 
association only since April 1 of last 
year. 

Mr. Patterson pointed out that 
the handling charges on hogs sent 
from ‘Red Deer to outside markets had 
been reduced over half a cent per

Extension Lecture

‘Harry Leader of Portage La Prairis, 
called attention to the banquet given 
at the Chateau Laurier in 11924 to the 
dairy council. At this dinner there 
were 87 guests, each dinner costing 
$1.74, while there was an item of 
$22.50 for cigars. 

Hon. W. R. Motherwell, minister of 
agriculture, whose estimates were 
under consideration, replied that the 
government calléd conferences of the 
dairy council and must pay the ex- 
penses. 

T. H. Thompson, ‘Conservative, Bast 
Hastings, asked what the salary of 
the secretary of fhe National WMairy 
Council was. 

“Inasmuch as we don’t pay the 
shot, I have not made inquiries,” re- 
plied Mr. Motherwell. 

Mr. Thompson went on to say that 
he was absolutely opposed to the sum 
of $3/000 being paid to the National 
Dairy Council. The secretary of the 
council resided in Ottawa and could 
‘be reached by the government if 
necessary. Incidentally, said Mr. 
Thompson, the secretary had _ been 
useful to the government at election 
time.

The Bolshevik 


Opening with a few racy general- 
ities In which he prepared his audience 
for something revolutionary by admit- 
ting that he had recently been accused 
of being a Bolshevik, evidently to his 
own vast surprise, the speaker 
quickly plunged right into his main 
topic—the difficulty of financing city 
administration with dwindling assess- 
ments and disappearing sources of 
revenue. He pointed out that while 
the six cities of Alberta alone last year 
handled a turn-over of $9,288,741, the 
provincial revenue for the same period 
was less than twelve millions. 

Municipal government, he thought, 
was more important than either pro- 
vincial or dominion. It came closer to 
the people, and was their more con- 
stant concern. He emphasized the 
absolute necessity of a balanced bud- 
get, and commended the plan of get- 
ting out a tentative estimate of the 
ensuing year’s business before’ the 
annual ratepayers’ meeting. 

Mr. Webster congratulated Red Deer 
on not needing a sinking fund. Failure 
to balance their budget in past years, 
and to keep their sinking fund right 
up, he said, cost Calgary $75000 per 
year. He was a firm believer in the 
operation of the present Tax Recovery 
Act. He told how Calgary, in the face 
of a drop of a million in their assess- 
ment, had made provision in their mill 
rate for about $900,000 worth of land 
reverting to the city. They had been 
obliged to take land worth $775,000, so 
they had not planned very much on 
the right side at that. He condemned 
the practice of some public men, of 
“camouflaged bookkeeping,” that made 
them appear good fellows while in 
office by postponing a settlement of 
debt. He favored getting city land 
back ontothe live tax roll as soon as 
possible, rather than holding and 
renting it. 

Assessment Problems 


Continuing, the speaker dealt at 
some length with the problem of 
equalized assessment, and the pro- 
posals for assessors to meet in Edmon- 
ton this year and endeavor to arrive 
at a common basis. He thought efforts 
should be made to stabilize values, and 
felt strongly that the Provincial Gov- 
ernment should lead in the matter. 

Taxation and Service 

Mr. Webster was almost passionate 
in his advocacy of a thorough revision 
of the taxing powers of different ad- 
ministrative units. He thought there 
was nothing in Canada more chaotic 
than the taxing by different taxing 
authorities. Dominion, province and 
city were all taxing everything they 
could and stealing each other’s ideas. 


This question, and its answer in the 


He felt very strongly that authorities 
should give service in ratio to their 
taxing. The cities were spending 
money to give service that should be 
given by the Dominion, and especially 
by the Province. Instances were cited 
such as treatment of tuberculous 
cases, looking after aged indigents, 
hospitals, schools, widows’ pensions, 
and other such matters, every class of 
care mentioned being amply backed up 
by citations of actual facts and figures. 
Business Government 

The speaker said most emphatically 
that he was not talking politics, and 
did not wish to be understood as 
criticizing any government in a part- 
izan sense. But he did criticize the 
system which tended to give the re- 
sponsibility for service to the muni- 
cipalities, and the money to pay for 
that service to the provincial or do- 
minion authority. He thought provin- 
cial government should be taken out 
of the realm of partizan politics, and 
run on a business basis. It would 
mean the truest economy, 

Education 

Coming to education, the visitor 
spoke of it as a “dynamite” subject. 
Most of the arguments previously used 
were repeated, reinforced and mar- 
shaled to drive home the point that 
the time is overdue for a really radical 
change in our educational system. 
Councils were finding it harder all the 
time to finance school boards, with 
land reverting to them for taxes all 
the time; every rise in the mill rate 
tended to accelerate this. It was not 
lack of sympathy for education that 
inspired his attitude, but a very real 
fear that the whole system would dis- 
astrously break down. Quoting Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, he appealed for a 
united effort for efficiency, combined 
with thoroughness, hinting that he 
would like to see a more select and 
intensive curriculum. 
Mayor Webster wound up with a 
fine peroration in which he appealed 
to every listener to take a real earnest 
interest in his own city’s affairs— 
raising a laugh by admitting that when 
first elected an Alderman in Calgary 
he did not know where the Council 
chamber was—and congratulated the 
Red Deer Board of ‘Trade on the civic 
interest .of their members, evidenced 
by their inviting him to speak to them 
on such a dry subject.

SONSUMED BY TAXES 


London Daily Mail: Every business 
man is agreed that taxation, national 
and local, is now on e most extrava- 
gant scale and that this is a deadly 
handicap to trade. It is nonsense to 
tell us that no relief is possible. Our 
whole system of administration since 
the war has become too complicated 
and too costly. Our Civil Service 
managed to conduct the business of 
administration in 1913 for £54,000, 
000 In the present year it is costing 
£ 227,000,000, or, deducting war pen- 
sions, about £155,000,000. That is to 
say, the amount which it eats up has 
been nearly trebled, whereas our ex- 
ports since the war have only in- 
creased in value about 50 percent. 
The cost of local governmént has also 
risen nearly as heavily. It cannot be 
too often repeated that a nation of 
shopkeepers (and sweh we have to be 
to live) cannot afford this vast and 
unnecessary outlay on officialdom.

THE MAGAZINE MENAGE 


(Montreal Star) 


There was no need for Major Bax- 
ter to apologize for his criticism of 
the flood of American magazines pour- 
ing into Canada. His address before 
the Montreal Publicity Association 
went straight to the point, and his 
emphasis of tha dangers to Canada re- 
sulting from this menace is timely. 
A casual glance at any news-stand in 
this country will serve to convince 
the most sincere doubter that Amer 
can periodicals have swamped all 
others in our reading market. These 
periodicals carry an enormous body 
of advertising, and it is, naturally, ad- 
vertising of American products. In 
one year twenty-four million Ameri- 
can magazines find their way into 
Canadian homes, with the inevitable 
result that the readers of those maga- 
zines have drilled into them every 
week the superlative qualities of 
this or that product over all other 
similar products fin the world. Major 
Baxter’s remedy, that Canadian pro- 
ducers should advertise more widely 
in Canadian magazines is, we fear, 
but a very partial remedy, for the 
simple reason that there are very few 
‘Canadian magazines in which to ad- 
vertise. 

The problem goes deeper. The over- 
whelming ascendancy of the American 
periodical throughout the Dominion {s 
exercising a subtle but potent influ. 
ence wpon Canadian thought, habits 
and viewpoints. People whose read- 
ing is ninety percent. American will 
inevitably adopt by degrees the 
American outlook, American ideals, 
American convictions, and something 
of the American spirit What witb 
the movies teaching the younger gen- 
eration wholly false standards of 
conduct, morals and thought, the rule 
of American propaganda in the Cana. 
‘dian home is speedily becoming too 
obvious to be ignored. The longer we 
ignore it, the stronger its hold: upon 
the national imagination will become. 
And the stronger that hold grows, the 
farther away ‘we shall drift from our 
own individual national spirit and 
ideals. 

The remedy li¢s lin establishing and 
supporting ‘Canadian magazines. There 
is no reason on earth why we should 
welcome the flood of American period- 
icals and virtually ignore Canadian 
and British periodicals. It is only 
practical wisdom, however, to ensure 
that competition shall be upon such 
a basis as neutralises any present ad- 
vantage the American periodical en 


joys.

LOCAL AMUSEMENTS 
AND FINANCE, 


All Red Deer people who take an in- 
terest in sport must have regretted the : 
announcement that our local Hockey 
Club had been compelled to drop out 
of the league from want ‘of sufficient 
funds and time to travel the distances , 
between here and the other towns! 
whose teams are members of the 
league. There is an attraction about 
matches in all games against teams 
from outside points that excels con- 
tests between local teams only, and 
the loss of these exciting and well 
fought hockey matches is something 
that will ‘be felt. To a considerable 
extent we are handicapped in other, 
spheres of amusement by this same 
question of finance. We have neither 
the buildings nor the population to 
allow of our having visits from good 
theatre or concert companies, and our 
experience of such thiings as profes- 
sional ‘baseball teams or stampedes 
has not been encouraging. 

‘On first consideration this might 
seem a serious drawback and handi- 
‘cap to the city in respect of healthy |; 
amusements, but it is at least  pos-. 
sible that we can find means to con- 
vert the apparent drawback into a 
benefit. After all, the inability to 
finance a team in a league does not 
prevent the young people of the city 
from playing hockey. It is, on the con. 
trary, merely an incentive to get more 
of them to play, so that local teams 
can be raised to play against one an-; 
‘other. That will perhaps not draw 
large cfowds to watch the games, but 
games ought not to be played primar- 
ily with a view to amusing spectators, 
but rather with a wew to giving 
healthy pleasure and exercise to thog@ , 
who play them. The huge crowds who 
watch a few professionals playing , 
games are not a very desirable feature 
of our modern life. On the contrary, | 
they are apt to be an unhealthy thing, | 
discouraging young people from play: : 
ing games themselves and leading 
them to the easier but more indolent | 
and enervating practice of sitting at: 
their ease and shouting encourage: | 
ment to the professional performers. : 
A league team in a little community ; 
like ours rather tends to absorb all. 
the attention and euthusiasm to itself. 
It gives an opportunity of play to not 
more thanadozenorso of men at the 
very most, and those less skilled’ play- 
ers, who feel that they have not much 
chance of getting into the league 
team, are apt to get discouraged and 
stop playing altogether, to their own! 
detriment. A local league, on the 
other hand, gives ‘opportunities to_ 
many players, and if the standard of | 
play is lower, the fun and exercise | 
are there just as much, and after all 
that is the main thing. 

It is the same with other amuse- 
ments. If we cannot have widely | 
known musical artists, or skilled | 
theatrical companies coming to enter- | 
tain us, that {s all the more reason 
why we should rely on and develop | 
our own resources in these lines. The: 
various local organizations.

which 
from time to time give performances 
of one sort or another, achieve results . 
which are quite creditable, and give

real enjoyment to those who attend 
the performances. it is highly desir- 
able that such local organizations 
should be fostered and encouraged in 
every way. There does not seem to 
be any sign of the Dramatic Club giv- 
ing a performance this winter, which 
seems to be a pity in view of its pre- 
vious results. If those who have 
hitherto taken part in it feel that they 
cannot give the time and trouble 
necessary to get up a play, there must 
‘be plenty of other ladies and gentle- 
men in the city who can do so, and it 
is just as well that in these things 
there should be from time to time a 
change of personnel. 

It really amounts to this, that we 
must depend on our own limited re- 
sources for our amusements, and that 
if we do so, we shall probably find 
that these resources are larger than 
we suspected. We have hefore now 
suggested the use that might be made 
of the river or Gaetz lake occasionally 
in the winter for skating carnivals, 
and there might be something more 
done towards developing a good 
toboggan run on one or other of the 
hills round the city, and thus provid- 
ing excellent cheap sport for children 
of all ages up to ninety or there 
abouts. In sport, as in other things, 
we must cut our coats in accordance 
with our available cloth, but because 
we cannot have the costliest and most 
fashionable material, we need not 
therefore abandon all idea of having 
‘a coat at all.

WHO SHALL DELIVER US? 


It is becoming increasingly appar- 
ent with the publication of each new 
set of figures that the management of 
the finances of Canada under the 
Dominion government is thoroughly 
unsatisfactory. In a time of unbroken 
peace, taxes have been kept at practi- 
cally war level, and yet the public 
debt of Canada goes on mounting in 
spite of the attempts made by one de 
vice or another to veil that fact from 
public attention. It is this crucial 
matter of incompetent or dishonest 
financial administration that makes 
even more'doubtful than they would 
otherwise be the government’s new 
proposals as to subsidising a shipping 
company in order to try to control 
Atlantic freight rates. If neither 
National Railways nor Canadian Mer- 
chant Marine can be run without 
heavy losses; if public debt goes on 
accumulating under the -present ad- 
ministration, what is likely to be the 
result of this further venture on the 
part of the Government of Canada in 
respect of shipping freight rates? The 
idea sounds attractive. Its practical 
working out is likely to be attended 
with results as bad as in other direc- 
tions. 

Undoubtedly the economic situation 
of Canada at the present time is de- 
pressed. There is a lack of confidence 
and enterprise, which is unhealthy 
and unsound. There is a disposition 
even in quarters and amongst men 
where it would almost be least expect- 
ed, to express something like resigned 
despair at the present trend of affairs 
and even to suggest that the only way 
of escape is for Canada to try to ob- 
tain some sort of shelter from the 
stormy blasts of hard times under the 
protecting—and heavily protected — 
wing of the United States. 

This ought not to be. It is absurd 
to say that there is no means of ar- 
resting the downward course into a 
deeper and deeper morass of debt, or 
that Canada with all her resources can 
live and prosper only with the help of 
her great neighbour on the South. The 
problem is what means can be found 
of checking the descent and who are 
the men who can do It. Certainly 
a great opportunity lies at the hand of 
the Conservatives if they have the 
capacity to take ft. It is not the 
smallest use merely pouring out de- 
nunolations of the Liberal Govern-

THE END OF THE WORLD 


From various quarters and on vari- 
ous grounds it was’ conifidently an- 
nounced that on the 6th of February 
the world was ‘coming to an end. If 
human credulity had’ not been re- 
peatedly proved to be quite boundless 
in its extent, it would have been a 
matter for surprise that these an- 
nouncements should have been wre- 
ceived with either attention or belief. 
Yet apparently they were believed by 
at least some people, while a good 
many more were disposed to regard 
them with a half timorous, half 
ashamed watchfulness. In the United 
States, that home of fréak religions 
and childlike beliefs, there were even 
some who sold all their property 
against the coming of the Last Day. 
Just why they thought that cash 
would be of more use on that dread 
occasion than real estate or  furnl- 
ture, is not clear. A very few, more 
logical if less cautious than the sale 
holders, gave away their property, 
though again it seems hard to under- 
stand what good the gifts would do 
to the recipients if all the world was 
ecing to be consumed in flame. Per 
haps the givers thought that by such 
generosity they would acquire merit 
in the sight of the supreme Judge of a 
vanished world. Tf so, it would seem 
to presuppose a singular lack of jus- 
tice or wisdom on the part of the 
Judge, if He were to ascribe any 
merit to the giving away of earthly 
goods which the owners firmly believ- 
ed were no longer of the smallest 
valug to themselves or anyone else. 
It is as if a man were to expect to be 
looked on as the soul of generosity be- 
cause he sent to a charitable cause a 
large cheque drawn on a bank which 
had suspended payment. Of course, 
such gifts are in the same category 
with the death-bed dispositions to 
churches and hospitals made by 
avaricious kings and barons in ancient 
times, or ‘by wheat, oil or steel mag- 
nates in modern days. iIt is not sur- 
prising to learn that when the date 
announced passed away without any 
thing happening, the prophets either 
discreetly disappeared from the sight 
of their followers, or were hard put to 
it to find ingenious explanations of 
their miscalculation. Not much sym- 
pathy can be felt with the vendors and 
givers away of their property who 
tried to get it back again on the 
ground of having been deceived. They 
were of the type who desorved to be 
deceived. In one negro town in the 
States it is reported that several in- 
genious and irreverent persons pre- 
pared quantities of explosives in a 
wood close to the town and fired them 
off on the appointed day. The result- 
ing houd explosions and heavy smoke 
convinced the people of the town thatt 
the end of the world had indeed come, 
and led to a panic of a dangerous 
kind, and to the punishment of the 
creators of this local Judgment Day 
by a magistrate whose sense of humor 
seems to have quite insufficiently de- 
veloped. 

It is all rather ludicrous, but be- 
neath it all seems to be a deep-seated 
belief or at least am apprehension that 
the words spoken long ago foretelling 
the sudden and violent ending of the 
world may indeed be true.

FIFTH SESSION OF © 
LEGISLATURE 


Usual Ceremonies Carried Out Under 
Chief Justice Horace Harvey, Re- 
lieving Lieutenant-Governor Brett. 


The fifth session of the ‘fifth legis- 
lative assembly of Alberta opened at 
3 o'clock Thursday with the usual 
ceremony. In the absence of Lieut.- 
Gov. Brett, the speech from the 
throne was read by the Hon. Horace 
Harvey, chief justice of Alberta. G. 
L. Stringham, (Cardston, and A. S. 
Matheson, Vegreville, will speak to 
the throne speech, moving its accept- 
ance. 

The chief feature of the speech 
‘was the statement that negotiations 
for the return to Alberta of its natur- 
al resources have proceeded ‘with the 
Dominion government to ‘a point 
“where an early and final settlement 
of this long-standing. question may be 
reasonably looked for.” 

Of the Spray ‘Lakes project the 
speech merely said “that a final and 
complete report will be available at 
an early date.” 

There was no reference whatever to 
the Liquor Control Act or any pend- 
ing amendments. 

Mention was made of unemployment 
in the province with a hope expressed 
for improved industrial ‘conditions 
shortly in the province. 

The railway problem is mentioned 
in connection with the forthcoming 
report on an outlet for the (Peace Riv- 
er territory, and reference made tothe 
irrigation investigation now ‘being 
conducted ‘by Dr. Widtsoe. 


Usual Ceremonies 


The usual ceremonies were carried 
out in the opening of the house, the 
chief justice, acting lMeutenant-gover- 
nor, being ecsorted by his personal 
staff, accompanied by high military 
officers of the district. The legislative 
chamber -was filled with members of 
the legislature and their wives, dig- 
nitaries of the province and people 
prominent in Edmonton and Alberta 
society. 

Following the reading of the 
speech from the throne, the house ad- 
journed until 3 p.m., Friday.

R,. A. Hoey, Progressive, ‘Spring- 
field, declared that he had recently 
visited the meetings of the Illinois 
Agricultural Association, at ‘which 
there had been 800 delegates present. 

“He had taken the opportunity of inter- 
viewing many of the delegates. and 
had not found one who wasn’t in 
favor of reducing or abolishing the 
duty on Canadian feed cattle. 

“IT am sure they were sincere in 


what they said to me, because at the] 


same time they declared that they 

were in favor of an increase in the 

duty on Canadian butter, and were 
preparing to. send a delegation to 

Washington to ask for such an in- 
‘lerease. There. was nothing at all un- 

selfish In their attempt. They demand 
-our ieattle, because they make money 

finishing them. If the cattle raiser 
‘ig willing to abolish the duty, surely 
the consumer will be.” 

Plecemeal Reciprocity 

Mr. Hoey beleved. that reciprocity 
could be obtained by piecemeal. 

The minister stated that efforts had 
been made in the past to do this, but 
that the question was a delicate one. 
Manning Doherty had been criticized 
‘by United States authorities for pur- 
suing unorthodox methods. There 
avas a danger in trying to get markets 
by a side door. The minister, how- 
ever, believed that opinion was rapidly 
changing in the United States with 
respect to the keeping out of Cana- 
dian products. a 

In earlier discussion, Harry Leader, 
Progressive, Portage La Prairie, quot- 
ed statistics showing the more favor- 
able prices existing on Chicago mar- 
kets for livestock, as compared with 
that of Winnipeg. He maintained 
that one of the greatest blunders 
Canada had ever made was in turning 
down reciprocity. He confessed to 
having voted against the ‘pronosed 
reciprocity treaty in 1911, but declar- 
ed that {f another opportunity present- 
ed itself, he would vote for such a 
pact. 
N.S. Liberal Wants Protection 

When a vote for $200000 for civil 
government of the fruit branch, _de- 
partment of agriculture, was under 
discussion in the house yesterday, L. 
H. Martel, Liberal, Hants, advised the 
minister of agriculture to get away 
from restrictions on the apple grower.

FIFTY—ONE MEN DEAD IN 
COAL MINE IN INDIAN 


Most Serious Mine Disaster, It Is: Be- 
lieved in the ‘History of the Indiana 
Coal District 


‘Sullivan, Ind., February 21—In an 
explosion of gas that wrought the 
greatest mine disaster in the history 
of the Indiana coal fields, ‘fifty-one 
men are believed to have been killed 
almost Instantly at 110.45 o'clock ‘yes- 


terday morning in the City Coal com-| 


pany mine on the outskirts of this 
city. There were 121 miners in the 
mine at the time of the explosion. 
which occurred in. the third and 
fourth entries north, where many 
men were at work who were killed. 
Rescue crews went to work at once 


and the rescue team of the United | 


States bureau of mines at Vincennes, 
Ind,, reached the scene of the disaster 
by motor truck at 11.45 o’clock in the 


‘morning, one hour after the terrific 


explosion. They were on the bottom 
within 35 minutes after arrival. 

The officials of the mine and rescue 
workers are all of the opinton that 
there is no possible chance of the 
men -being alive. 

Miners who were injured were 
brought to the surface at once. 

: Bringing Out the Dead 

The work of bringing out the dead 
proceeded slowly. The bodies were 
brought singly. Rescue parties were 
handicapped by fumes of gas, which 
flooded the mine immediately after 
the explosion. . 

Tremendous crowds thronged the 
scene soon after the word of the dis- 
aster had spread throughout the town 
and surrounding communities. 

Wives and children of miners em- 
ployed In the shaft crowded about, 
seeking information, and sobbing men, 
women and children, and _ groups 
wailing, clustered about as the news 
was broken that 51 of the men were 
known to be dead. 

A signal to the hoisting engineer 
was received within three minutes af- 
ter the explosion, but one of the cages 
was caught on the bottom by wfeck- 
age and miners were forced to climb 
into the shalft to the bottom and cut 


ing machine could be used. But one 
cage was being used as a result in the 
work of bringing the bodies to the 
surface. A row of waiting ambulanc- 
es removed the dead to the city. 

‘Courage and heroism marked the 
work of rescuers who ‘braved the 
deadly fumes of gas and descended 
time after time into the mine to bring 
out the dead. Many were overcome 
and several were carried from the 
mine. 

Organizations ‘of women: of Sullivan 
were early on the scene and had estab- 
lished a food station for the relief of 
rescue workers and others. The Red 
Cross erected a tent early in the after- 
noon. 

Most authentic reports of the disas- 
ter were that the explosion occurred 
when miners either cut into aban- 
doned workings or a slight cave-in 
opened old entries in which gas had 
collected, the miners’ lamps setting 
off the pocket of gas. 

Death in all instances was ‘caused 

by burns or suffocation, according to 
reports. 
‘John M. Lowrey. of Sullivan, presi- 
dent of the City Coal Company, and 
superintendent of the mine, was on 
the bottom at the time of the disaster, 
and was overcome by gas, being car- 
ried from the mine.

“suggests itself at the local stockyards 
twhile viewing some 600 ‘hogs that look- 


‘}ed as {f that had been thelr {Ife job. 
A boy from ‘Iowa asked:-if there.was 
‘cholera in this locality. When inform. 
yea there was not, “Then why do they 
sell these small ones?” 

The: buyer said. they were excep 
tionally good, no heavy nor light ones; 
all thick smooth. Some were smooth, 
but not thick; 300 tb. hogs would have 
increased tthe tonnage 50 percent. with 
no increase in number_of ‘brood sov: 
thus eliminating part of the loss oc 
casioned by dockage on ‘brood sows. 

Talking with producers, the consen. 
sus of opinion seems to be that the re- 
sults of hog grading and grades are 
entirely in the interest of the packers. 
and that the latter have not jusifiec 
their existence. 

There are commission men at every 
stockyards and growers in every loca] 
Aty, who likely understand as clearly 
as the paid grader the type of hog 
which the Canadian packer utilizes ir 
making Wiltshire sides. 

Will (Mr. Wilson kindly give the 
names of the men who get 60 or 70 
percent. selects from every load they 
sell, that we may interview them and 
learn the secret of their success, alsc 
the address of the man who sells every 
week and produces better than 8¢ 
percent. selects. We would learn how 
many brood sows he keeps. 
farrow every week to account for fit 
orderly marketing? 
these examples refer ‘to breeders, not 
feeders. 

The government, and Hon Mr 
Hoadley in particular, seem anxious 
to advance the interests of hor 
growers and I would suggest: Tha‘ 
in Meu of imported samples of Dan 
ish hogs, the honorable minister 0° 
agriculture imports a few Danes, ex- 
pert in growing hogs and curing their 
products into Danish bacon; also ¢ 
few Irish experts in making Irish bac 
on which always sells at a premiun 
over the Danish in the English mar. 
ket. 

These men can go into the yard: 
and instruct graders by selecting suc) 
hogs as they can use in making bacor 
for the English market and then go ‘in 
to the packing plants and show how 
they cure Wiltshire sides and give 
that flavor to the bacon demanded by 
the English taste. 

If these demonstrations were open 
to growers and hog ‘buyers we migh' 
expect more uniformity in finished 
product as well as in hog type as 
this would be applied education to 
all factions of this complex business. 

The stimuli of profits would be 
quickly achieved ‘by acting on tha! 
resolution of the Livestock Men's 
association adopted in convention on 
January 30, which urged elimination 
of the present practice of hog dockagr 
as vicious, unfair and a breeder of dis- 
honesty. 

As no amount of influence or adver 
tiding has been able to unite poultry 
fanciers on one breed of fowl! or ca’- 
tle breeders on one type of cattle, fl 
is unlikely that the growing of hogs 
will be reduced to one type and the 
marketing of hog products to one 
brand of finished product. 
recson a market for heavy hogs is 
quite as essential as for select bacon 
hogs. We ‘could not do better than 
to follow the practice of the manulac- 
turers’ assodiation and 
campaign for “Use Canadian Made 
Lard.”

“This appeal should be allowed and

being at the movies, in a restaurant 
kept by a Chinaman. After the meal 
a quarrel started between the com- 
plainant and Willis, obviously over the 
younger lady. They started to fight 
‘ight in the restaurant, The accused 
was not a party to this at all. He was 
In the rear of the room. The Chinese 
vroprietor stated that he, the China- 
man, asked him to go and stop the 
fight. This evidence is not contradict- 
ed, but on the contrary is confirmed 
by both the Indies and also, I think, 
inferentially by the complainant’s own 
evidence for he stated that Manson 
‘ame up, caught him by the shoulder 
and ‘bumped’ him on the face. ‘He 
bent back and caught me_ with his 
head In my eye three times.’ Thus he 
loes not say that Manson struck him 
with his fist. Where were the hands 
f! the two men when this proceeding 
vegan? Obviously Manson had _ his 
ums around him and the arms of 
neither were free at first. This, I think, 
confirms the statements that Manson 
interferred to stop a breach of the 
peace at the request of the Prpprietor. 
Chis he was clearly justified in doing 
under section 46 of the Criminal Code 
ind under that section Manson was 
justified in using force if he used no 
more than was reasonably necessary 
‘or preventing the continuance or re- 
newal of such breach of the peace. In 
other words, Manson did not at first, 
tt least, commit any assault on the 
somplainant. Then a fight proceeded 
‘etween the complainant and Manson 
in which the complainant got the 
worst of it, and in which there is un- 
loubtedly evidence to show that Man- 
son struck the complainant several 
‘imes. But the complainant also struck 
it him. And when this was over it 
lid not stop the breach of the peace 
because the complainant returned at 
mee to the combat with Willis. 
Now, it very well may be that Man- 


son jn the excitement lost some con- 
trol of himself, but clearly the force 


he used did not in fact prevent the re- 
newal of the breach of the peace.

They had never be- 
fore been passengers although from 
their lofty home in the Canadian 
Pacific Rockies they had watched 
and heard the trains that day by 
day shuttle smoothly to and fro on 
the world’s greatest highway. In 


deed so close to the railway track 
did they oft times venture that the 
people in passing trains had the 
unique pleasure of seeing these 
hardy mountaineers ascending and 
descending the cliffs and crags of 


their native haunts. 

For they were the famous “Big 
Horns,” the wild sheep of Canada’ 
great mountain region. Lodged in 
upholstered crates, accommodated in 
a roomy Dominion Express car, they 
were consigned to a large estate high 
up in the Alps of Austrian where 
they will have liberty to roam in a 
congenial environment and where, it 
is hoped, they may in course of 
time multiply and become as abun- 
dant as the flocks that feed on the 
Alpine meadows near Lake Louise 
and that wander upon the sunny 
slupes of Yoho Valley.

CANADA TO WORLD LIFE” 


(Continued from Page 1) 


speaking race and the French speak: 
ing race in Canada need to do is to’ 
frankly recognize cach other's work 
and worth and to understand each 
other's viewpoints. Uniformity we 
‘cannot have. ‘It is not possible, it is 


not desirable, but unity of spirit and| 
purpose is within the reach of these 
two races and Canada is and always 
‘will be all the richer because she has 
two races such as the English and 
French with their tradition and their 
spirit. The contribution of the Eng- 
lish regime in Canada is one in which 
we have the long struggle for the 
right of the people to govern. It was 
during this period that the foundation 
of Canada’s greatness was laid. If 
the French have made a notable con- 
tribution to ‘Canada’s life and history 
the English have madg one none the 
less notable, ‘that of Hudson, and what 
his discoveries have meant to Canada 
and North America, going down to 
list in the chilly waters of the Bay. 
that bears his name That of Simpson 
and Fraser and Thompson. Thompson, 
single-handed and alone in the early 
years surveying 13,000 square miles of 
the valleys and mountains of British 
Columbia. That of Samuel Hearn, 
trying not only once but twice and 
the third time before he could find his 
way over the vast territory of the 
West, discovering at least the Mac- 
kenzie river and the Arctic Ocean 
and the great Athabasca country, the 
country so large we are told it is cap- 
able of growing more wheat alone 
than was grown in all Canada last 
year. That of McKenzie who met a 
terrible struggle, finally crossing the 
prairies over the Great Divide and 
through the mountains—the first white 
man to make a comptete overland 
route to the Pacific coast; the discov- 
ery of the great river that bears his 
name, and the Arctic region, the reg- 
ion that Steffanson has said is frauglt 
with the greatest possibilities for 
Canada’s future. If the English 
speaking people came on the scene 
later in Canada they made up _ lost 
time by the wonderful spirit of devo- 
tion and co-operation; in agriculture, ' 
in literature, in religion, in education 
and in the science of governing, the 
story is one of magnilcent achieve 
met from the day when the first Unit- 
ed Empire Loyalist landed in Nova 
Scotia until the landing of the last 
English speaking settler in the great 
West. They have given up their blood 
and their early possession for those 
ideals that are the glory of our race 
and the hope of our nation. Think, 
too, of some of those English speaking 
missionaries and what they have ac- 
emplished; that of Robert Rundle, the 
first Protestant missionary in the 
North!West; that of Thomas Wolsley 
and the McDougalls, and Robertson, 
the man who by canoe and dog train 
and snowshoes and in dugouts helped 


to lay out the map of the unknown! 


and lay the foundation for this new 
Jand. 

The period: of Confederation may be 
thought of as the period of construc- 
tion. The period of lifting the de- 
velopment of Canada’s national pride. 
‘‘hree events are outstanding in this: 
period: The Riel rebellion in 1885, the 
suppression of which wakened in the 
Canadian people a dominion con- 
science and saved the country from 
separation and paved the way for us 
to become the wondrous Canada from 
ocean to ocean; the event of the South 
African war in 1900, when the men 
from Canada crossed to other seas and | 
stood shoulder to shoulder with the 
men of the mother land, and many of 
them fought and fell on the South 
African veldt—what for? For the 
integrity of the Empire. Out of that: 
struggle to the Canadian people came' 
a new vision of an Empire. Canada’ 
felt that she belonged to the Empire, 
was a part of the Empire in a sense 
which she never realized before, and 
then there was the event of 1914 and 
1918. Canada, along with the other 
nations, played so great and _ signifi- 
cant a part in saving the world from 
the menace of the world’s dissipations. 
Out of that world struggle there was 
borne in the hearts of the Canadian 
people a world citizenship of every 
true Canadian, everyone of the Cana- 
dians feeling today that he is not only 
a citizen of Canada, not only a citizen 
of the Empire, but a citizen of the 
world. Thus Canada has been thrust | 
out into world life and must be prepar- ; 
ed to make her contribution and bear 
her responsibilities for the ‘better- 
ment and progress of the world. 
Johnny Canuck is no longer a boy in 
knickerbockers. He has passed be- 
yond that stage and has entered the 
stage of a strong and vigorous young 
manhood. His voice is heard today in 
the counsel of the nations and ere 
long his fiag will be seen in all the 
harbors of the world. The Canadians 
are a peculiar people. There is no 
one else like them in the world. Henry 
Van Dyke, the American Ambassador 
to Holland during the war, said that 
he used to like to get to London as 
soon as possible to see those Cana- 
dian soldier boys. He said, you could 
always see them, you would always 
know them, you could always tell 
them, but stated “you could not tell: 
them much.” Yes, you could not tell 
them much, but those Canadian sol- 
dier boys pitted against the foe to 
fight with the men of the world and 
struggle for democracy. They went 
out from the farms and the stores and 
the banks and the factories and’ the 
pulpits, and the majority of battalions 
by their sheer audacity blazed out ai 
new trail for ‘Canada among the na-! 
tions. Now then is Canada to fulfil her 
obligation to world’ life? Some things - 
to us are needed on our part as Cana-: 
dians. First, a new sense of appreci- | 
ation of those traditions that have. 
been 1500 years in thé making and - 
the determination to make them more 
glorious still. Second, a new and, 
wider policy of immigration. We do | 
not say that we should thrown down | 
all the bars and swing open all the. 
gates, but we do believe that the wide. 
open spaces of the West are a call to 
the people of the world. 

They beckon us forth to wide spaces, 
A lifted and far chained goal, 

To a new intermingling of races 

And a fatherland fit for the soul. 

We have spent millions and mil- | 
Hons of dollars in getting strangers , 
into this country. If we had spent one 
of the amount im making ‘him feel at, 
home, or giving him better directions 
after he lived here, we would not have ' 
had as many people getting out of 
the country as we have had during the 
last ten years Or SO. The strangers 
that have come to Canada have in- 
creased the value of every acre of 
land that we possess; has enlarged 
the asset of every business enterprise.

search; the French for alertness and 
love of beauty. The United States 
has given a wider meaning to liberty 
than it ever did before, but there is 4 
wider word than lberty, and we be- 
Heve it is given to Canada to take this 
word and to interpret it to the na- 
tions of the world. The word is that 
great Christian word “brotherhood.” 

New compansons of nations will be 
made, but it will be ideals against 
ideals, character against character, 
citizen against citizen, civilization 
against civilization, and Canada’s na- 
tional existence will depend on how 
she makes these ideals and _ these 
civilizations. We shall win not by 
might or by power but by a new 
spirit of life. Who shall say that 
Canada is not a nation freed from the 
national failings of the old nations of 
the world, acknowledged as Hving 
along side of another nation for 100 
years in peace and good will, without 
any frowns from the gun to keep that 
peace? Who shall say but that Cana- 
da shall gather up the past ideals from 
all the nations and present the new; 
ideals of brotherhood, interpreted by 
Canada, to the nations of the world? ! 

Dr. Kerby closed his address with a 
poem on “brotherhood,” written by 
himself.
